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SENIORS  SET  NEW  RECORD 

IN  COLLEGE  ENTRANCE 


MOST  GRADUATES  ENTER 

LEADING  EASTERN  COLLEGES 


This  year's  senior  elass  was  unusually 
successful  in  the  examinations  set  by  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board.  As  a 
result,  98%  of  the  class  will  enter  college. 
This  sets  a  new  record. 

In  June,  1951.  Governor  Dummer  gradu- 
ated sixty-five  seniors.  Of  these  boys,  one 
planned  to  enter  military  service  and  all 
others  will  enter  college  either  in  the  summer 
or  in  September.  As  this  issue  goes  to  press 
(July  1),  sixty-two  out  of  these  sixty-four 
college  candidates  have  already  been  ad- 
mitted to  college,  and  the  two  remaining  can- 
didates will  probably  be  admitted  soon. 

In  recent  years  the  number  of  colleges 
requiring  College  Board  Examinations  of  all 
candidates  has  increased  so  much  that  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  now  arranges,  as  a  general 
policy,  for  almost  all  students  to  take  College 
Board  Examinations.  To  be  exact,  out  of  the 
sixty-four  college  candidates  in  the  class  of 
1951,  all  but  four  had  taken  College  Board 
Examinations. 


CAPACITY  ENROLLMENT 

FROM  EIGHTEEN  STATES 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  188th  year 
on  Tuesday,  September  19,  with  a  capacity 
enrollment  of  208  boys. 

This  year  eighteen  states  and  two  foreign 
countries  are  represented  on  the  Academy's 
roster;  and,  as  usual,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  resident  students  come  from  outside  New 
England.  There  are  tv\enty-seven  from  New 
York,  sixteen  from  New  Hampshire,  ten  from 
Maine,  and  seven  from  Rhode  Island.  Ohio 
and  Connecticut  each  have  six,  and  New 
Jersey  five.  There  are  three  from  Texas 
and  Virginia,  and  two  each  from  Illinois, 
Michigan.  Missouri,  and  Vermont.  Califor- 
nia, Indiana,  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania 
are  represented  by  one  student  each. 

The  two  foreign  students  are  from  Italy 
and  Puerto  Rico. 


The  quality  of  scholastic  work  performed 
by  a  school  is  shown  not  only  by  the  pro- 
portion of  her  students  who  secure  admission 
to  college,  but  fully  as  much  by  the  type  of 
college  most  of  her  graduates  enter. 

The  school  is,  therefore,  proud  of  the  fol- 
lowing study,  which  shows  which  colleges 
the  largest  number  of  Governor  Dummer 
graduates  have  entered  during  the  past  five 
years,  that  is,  from  September,  1947,  to 
September,   1951,  inclusive. 

The  study  also  shows  that  the  Academy 
does  not  prepare  exclusively  for  two  or  three 
colleges.  Instead,  the  school's  graduates  are 
widely  distributed.

CUM  LAUDE  ELECTIONS 

ANNOUNCED   BY  MR.   EAMES 


On  Sunday  afternoon.  April  15,  the  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Glee  Club  participated  in  the 
sixth  annual  concert  of  the  New  England 
Preparatory  School  Music  Festival  Chorus 
at  Symphony  Hall,  Boston.  The  combined 
glee  clubs  of  several  New  England  prepara- 
tory schools  presented  Johannes  Brahms' 
German  Requiem  and  Richard  Wagner's 
Finale  from  "Die  Meistersinger  von.  Nurn- 
berg."  The  Requiem,  an  oppressed  people's 
prayer  for  deliverance,  brought  the  chorus 
to  a  peak  of  feeling  and  expressiveness,  and 
Die  Meistersinger  provided  a  smashing  cli- 
max to  the  performance. 

The  chorus  of  320  voices  was  accompanied 
by  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra and  conducted  by  Wilfrid  Pelletier, 
who  spent  thirty-three  years  as  conductor 
of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Company.  Soloists 
were  from  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music. 

Besides  Governor  Dummer,  the  partici- 
pating schools  were  the  Beaver  Country  Day 
School,  Dana  Hall,  Groton  School,  Milton 
Academy,  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  and  the 
Walnut    Hill    School. 

The  concert  provided  a  rich  musical  ex- 
perience for  the  participants  as  well  as  for 
the  listeners,  and  stands  out  as  a  real  achieve- 
ment in  secondary-school  music.  An  audience 
of  nearly  1,800  persons  generously  applauded 
the   program.

FROM  ENTRANCE  EXAMS  AT 

MASS.  INST.  OF  TECHNOLOGY 


On  December  10  Mr.  Eames  received  no- 
tice from  the  Director  of  Admissions  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  that 
the  record  made  by  Academy  graduates  at 
the  Institution  in  recent  years  justified  easing 
the  admission  requirements  for  future  grad- 
uates. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  Governor 
Dummer  graduates  standing  in  the  upper  fifth 
of  their  class,  and  receiving  the  Headmaster's 
recommendation,  will  not  be  required  to  take 
the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board 
tests  required  of  most  students.

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EDITORIAL 

Now  that  the  Winter  Term  is  over,  all 
junior  and  senior  English  students — and 
perhaps  even  the  faculty,  are  relieved.  The 
"Merc-o-grams"  are  over! 

Throughout  the  winter  months  Mr.  Mer- 
cer makes  up  his  well-known  vocabulary 
tests  each  week  and  gives  them  to  the 
various  English  classes  and  the  faculty. 
These  tests  consist  of  twenty-five  words, 
twenty-four  of  which  the  student  has  not 
seen  before.  This  first  test  is  not  the  difficult 
part; — the  following  week  one  must  be  pre- 
pared for  the  previous  test  plus  a  new  one, 
the  next  week  three,  and  so  on  until  the 
Spring  Term. 

While  the  students  are  struggling  to  pass, 
the  faculty  seems  to  be  having  no  trouble  at 
all  keeping  up  with  Mr.  Mercer.  Most  of  the 
masters  and  their  wives  take  these  tests,  and 
from  their  papers  the  sparse  supply  of  twenty- 
fives  appear. 

The  value  of  these  tests  is  shown  not  only 
in  studies  but  also  in  reading  for  enjoyment. 
A  good  vocabulary  adds  to  one's  interest  in 
a  book  and  aids  in  faster  reading  and  a  more 
accurate   knowledge   of  what  is   being   read. 

These  tests  should  not  be  underestimated 
by  the  student.  Many  students  have  re- 
turned from  college  and  expressed  the  value 
of  this  preparation  in  college  work.  In  the 
past  these  tests  have  successfully  prepared 
the  student  to  meet  his  vocabulary  demands. 
Furthermore,  statistics  prove  that  most  suc- 
cessful men  in  all  fields  are  the  possessors  of 
large   vocabularies.  — A.W.B.
